yous as Trial Continues and Lit-| 


tle Damaging Testimony 
_ Against Him Is Heard. 


Buflding Commissioner Hreimburger’s 
nervousness lessened and he assumed more 
of an air of confidence when his trial on 
charges of loose conduct of his depart- 
ment was resumed at the City Hall Thurs- 
day morning and nothing especially dam- 
aging came out against him in the evi- 
dence. 

About the most eignificant bit of testi- 
mony offered was that of Hiram Phillips, 
president fo the Roard of Public Improve 
ments, when he said that during one of 
the discussions of the poorhouse§ rebate 
“matter with Heimburger he eaid to him: 

“T think there is something wrong about 
your department, Heimburger. It behooves 
you to investigate it.” 

The morning's session developed the in- 
teresting fact that there fs no written rec- 
ora of any sort offered in making 
a cease against Helmburger: 

In fact, the only known bit of writing 
on the subject of the poorhouse and 
workhouse contracts is a jletter brought 
out in the testimony of Phillips. 

This letter was written by Heimburger to 
Phillips Oct. 17, 164. In it Heimburger 
says that Barsiow, the contractor, is think- 
ing of substituting concrete for steel in the 
Poorhouse contract, and he (Helmburger) 
recominends that a thorough test be made 
before the Board of PulLic Improvements 
Sarece to such substitution.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 56.—Like New 
York, Missouri now has her “Dave” Hill. 
Just as the New Yorker is preparing to re- 
tire, his Missouri namesake jumps into the 
political limelight. Like the “mysterious 
stranger’ he typifies, David W. Hill is a 
stranger to Missouri state politics and, to 
the politicians of Missouri who'’have not 
been watching affairs here closely, his 
election as speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives last night .doubtless contained 
some elements of mystery. 

Mr. Hill is serving his first term as a 
member of the legislature. He is 35 years 
old and has been prosecuting attorney of 
Butler County. He came here with the 
support of his congressional district for 
speaker, and campaigned actively for ad- 
ditional votes. Big and fine-looking, his 
appearance aided him, even with men who 
did not know him. 

When it developed that Dr. Pettijohn was 
in the lead for the speakership, Hil! etill 
seemed confident. When the anti-Pettlhjiohn 
Men suggested that a combination of all 
their strength in favor of one man would 
be the proper thing Hill agreed.

eGucational facilities for the city’s little 
charges in their own home. 

At present these facilities are inadequate.

Dr. Lee dictated the following to the Past-

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 6—A Philadeiphia 
newspaper has prepared a bill for the sup- 
pression of public officials who are nul- 
sances. The measureis a sarcastic answer to 
Gov. Pennypacker’s proposition to suspend 
offending publications. The proposed law, 
which will be introduced at the present ses- 
sion of the Legislature, provides: 

“That whenever any pwbiic officer shall 
by the habitual exhibition of unusual, ir-

PROTECT MISSOURI’S BIRDS. 

It is to be hoped that the present session of the State Legis- 
lature will not be permitted to expire without the passage of 
an adequate law for the protection of Missouri’s game and 
} song birds. 

The Audubon Society worked hard at the last session for 
the passage of such a Iaw, and had the support of the best 
public opinion. It is believed that the measure proposed at 
that session was defeated by the influence of persons interested | 
in the maintenance of unlimited license for the destruction of 
wild life. 

The condition with regard to game protection in Missouri 
is deplorable. Her song and game birds and other wild life 
are completely at the mercy of the market hunter, the trapper 
and the dynamiter, who may be expected to wipe out what 
little is left of the useful and beautiful creatures of the woods 
and streams, unless a law, with sufficient penalty, is enacted for 
protection. 

Gov. Dockery’s request for such protection, in a special mes- 
sage to the General Assembly, together with the pleadings of 
thousands of citizens, has been ignored. It is time to make 
public sentiment effective in this matter. The state should 
be placed in line with other enlightened communities which 
have laws to prevent extermination of game and song birds.

JUDGE SPEER AND THE CHAIN GANG. 

Judge Emory Speer of the United States District Court at 
Macon, Ga., is winning golden opinions for his sturdy support 
of law, equity and humanity against ignorance and prejudice. 

Persons accused of petty offenses are arraigned in village 
courts of doubtful jurisdiction and there disposed of by the 
magistrate in the exercise of his judgment, ignorance or preju- 
dice. The victims are, most of them, poor and without in- 
fluentia] friends. They are unable to make a suitable defense 
and even if guilty the grade of the offenses does not justify 
attachment to the chgin gang. And to make the matter 
worse this penalty is fixed without a jury. 

Judge Speer holds that such proceedings do not satisfy 
the requirement that no person shall be deprived of his lib- 
erty without due process of law. He has released several 
prisoners during the past two years and has just liberated a 
fresh batch of helpless victims. 

Some of these cases have been appealed to the United States 
Supreme Court, which, it may be hoped, will find that the law 
coincides with the dictates of humanity. To plain men, not ac- 
customed to the subtleties of legal reasoning it does seem that a 
village court exceeds its jurisdiction when it presumes without a 
jury to inflict punishments which, for trivial offenses, are cruel 
and unusual. ;

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ELOQUENT FOR PEACE. 

The action of the mass meeting of merchants, clergymen and 
other citizens at the Merchants’ Exchange in behalf of interna- 
tional peace will have the hoeartiest indorsement of readers of 
Wednesday’s Post-Dispatch, who learned from its news dis- 
patches how supremely horrible modern war has become, as 
exemplified at Port Arthur. 

When the surrender of the city came, 20,000 of its inhab- 
itants were sick. Eleven thousand Russian soldiers had per- 
ished during the siege; hundreds of peaceable citizens had lost 
their lives; hundreds of persons were suffering from the. dread 
disease beri-beri; every man in the trenches had been wounded 
from one to six times; the place was a shambles, men fighting 
and tearing each other like wild beasts. 

“As for the hospitals, no words can adequately picture their 
horrors. They were worse than the battlefield. They were 
gorged with broken, shell-torn bodies, and men in the grip of 
mortal diseases, a nauseating odor poisoned tbe air of the 
wards and even sickened the sisters of charity, accustomed as 
they were to such experiences,” 

The Paris Temps says: “Port Arthur adds a glorious page 
to military annals which will long remain unequaled.” But 
what a lurid glory! What a ghastly triumph! The smoke 
of unspeakable torment hangs over it. Its details are disgust- 
ing. Its atmosphere is nauseating to the soul. 

Glory such as this is too dearly bought. The world is a 
loser by it. And he is derelict to duty who fails to add his 
influence, however feeble, to make such glory impossible. The 
facts of Port Arthur are eloquent for peace; they will not soon 
be forgotten.

PLEASES DOCKERY 


Retiring Governor Congratulates 
Himself Over Victory in Fight 
With Contractors.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 5.—Gov. 
Alexander M. Dockery is congratulating 
himself on his victory over the contractors 
labor at the penitentiary. 

“Officially speaking,” said the governor 
today. “I feel as though somebody had 
placed $50,000 in my hands. That is the 
saving the new system will mean to the 
or rather that much more money 
will go into the treasury annually. It was 
a stiff, uphill fight, but we won,” and the 
chiet executive winked and nodded mer- 


rily as he said this. 

The outgoing chief executive is a stickler 
on finance. In Congress he was classed as 
one of the “‘treasury watchdoegs.”’ 

Six of the eight firms holding peniten- 
tiary contracts have signed new five-year 
leases at the advanced price of © cents 
per day per man. The old rate was 50 
cents.. The contractors at first refused to 
sign the new stipulation and threatened to 
abandon their factories. Three of the con- 
tractors, working about 70 convicts, can* 
not be reached for some time yet, and they 
will be turned over over as @ heritage to 
Goy. "Folk and the Le islature, 

Gov. Dockery is of the opinion that they 
will also sign contracts at advanced prices. 
One of these contracts, held by the Pries- 
meyer Shoe ©o., will not expire until next 
vear. The other two, held by the Giesecke 
Shoe Co. and the Sullivan Saddle Tree Co., 
will expire in about four months. 

Gov. Francis recommended an increase 
during his administration, but before any- 
thing was done all of the old leases were 
renewed at 50 cents per day, for a period 
of five years. Govs. Stone and Stephens 
made no attempt to secure an increase. 

The higher contract figure is probably 
due to the Republican victory. he Re- 
publican party Is pledged in its state plat- 
form to a prohibition of the contract sys- 
tem of working convicts. The party victory 
doubtiess helped the contractors to arrive 
at the conclusion that they had better re- 
new their old leases before the Repub- 
licans got an opportunity to legislate them 
out of business. 

It is now believed that if the Legislature 
passes a law abolishing the convict con- 
tract system it will be so drawn as not 
to interfere with existing contracts. 

There are now 2179 convicts in the peni- 
tentiary. About 10 per cent of this number 
are women and 100 are United States pris- 
oners.

Tne investigation 
of the grandjury, at St. Louis, under the 
direction of the @ircuit attorney, disclosed 
a system of bribery in that city which ap- 
palled good citizens. Corruption was shown 
to exist in many departments of the city 
government in 1899 and prior years. Many 
indictments were returned and a number 
of recreant pubiic officials have already 
reached the penitentiary. All the powers 
given me by the people were placed at the 
disposal of the circuit attorney during the 
progress of these investigations. Subse- 
quent to the startling exposures in §t. 
Louis the charge was freely made, both by 
the press and in the hail of legislation, 
that bribery had fsanted our General As- 


INITIATIVE IN COLE COUNTY. 


“In view of the boodling alleged to exist 
at the state capital, l'requested the judge 
of this court to summon a grandjury and 
make a searching and invypartial inquiry. 
The grandjury convened, and I then ex- 
ercised the only authority given the gov- 
ernor in such cases by detailing the at- 
torney-general to assist the prosecuting at- 
turney of Cole County in the conduct of 
the investigation. The results of the in- 
quiry are known. 

“Speedy and impartial trials, establishing 
either the guilt or innocence of the ac- 
cused, are demanded by the people.

On the subject of the state’s bonded debt 
and the condition of the state institutions 
the governor says: 

Congratulations are also due the people 
upon the payment of the entire bonded 
debt. At the beginning of this administra- 
tion $1,887,000 of bonds were outstanding. 
All of these have been id and the state 
is new free from bonded debt. More than 
forty millions of bonded obligations, prin- 
cipal and interest, have been liquidated 
since the inauguration of Gov. Silas Wood- 
son. The only remaining liability is $4,- 
398,839.42 of school certificates, which, by 
the vote of the people, practically consti- 
tute an endo ent for the university and 
public schools. 

“Il also desire to advert, with special 
plesure, to the distribution by the state 
of nearly five millions dollars in aid of 
public schools during the last four years, 
being an increase of more than one million 
dollars over the amount disbursed during 
the preceding quadrennial riod. This in- 
creased outlay to the public schools is due 
almost solely to the income derived under 
the modified beer inspection law and the 
enhanced assessment of the taxable prop- 
erty of the state. 


STATE INSTITUTION NEEDS. 


“It should be the occasion of profound 
Satisfaction to all progressive citizens that 
during ‘this administration $2,452,950 have 
been appropriated to enlarge and e ulp our 
public institutions.

Southern Railway 
for the fourth week increased Se and 
since July last has gained $471,27 Norfolk 
& Western groes for Navember was $1,- 
$714, 254, and net $773,102. 

Seventy-three roads for the full month 
of November show an average gross in- 
crease of 16.76 per cent and the same num- 
ber for five months gained 7.20 rer cent. 

The market moved uncertain'y nearing 
the noon hour, but showed a good under- 
current of strength after the early selling 
ceased. Moderate offerings depressed 
Sugar and Colorado Fuel a point, but the 
Sympathetic effect elsewhcre was offset 
by a rise in a few standard stocks. St 
Paul and Illinois Central were marked up

‘The cash item should 
show considerable of an increase over the 
preceding week from the known movements 
of currency, and the inactivity in the se- 
curilies market at the present time should 
eradicate the possibility of a heavy increase 
in the ioan account. The sterling ex- 
change market still hovers near the export- 
ing point. and the itndications point to fur- 
ther shipments of gold in the near future, 
but the heavy return flow of currency 
from the South and Southwest should from 
now on offset to a large extent any further 
demand from the foreign markets for this 
metal, and on this account little if any at- 
tention is being given to the money mar- 
ket by Wail street interests at the present 
time. 

Stocks in the loan crowd are in ght de- 
mand and only a moderate short interest is 
indicated in the general list at the present 
time. A small demand = prevailed yester- 
day for Copper, Atchison, Colorado Fuel 
and Iron and United States Steel preferred, 
but otherwise the inquiry was light. 

The trregularity of the earlier trading 
continued well on into the afternoon ses- 
sion and with the exception of special Iis- 
sues the tendency of the general list was 
hard to discern. The Erie stocks came in
